In  the  process,  both  discover  the  true 
significance  of  faith,  tolerance,  justice  and, 
above  all,  of  friendship.

FROM  THE 

Rabbi's  Desk 


Perhaps  some  of  you  read  the  news  item 
last  month  about  Governor  Mike 
Huckabee  of  Arkansas  threatening  to 
veto  a  crucial,  uncontroversial  bill  designed  to 
protect  storm  victims  in  his  state.  The 
Governor’s  objection  was  not  to  any  specific 
provisions  of  the  proposed  law,  but  rather  to 
its  characterization  of  tornadoes,  floods,  etc. 
as  “acts  of  God.” 

In  a  letter  to  legislators,  the  Governor 
suggested  that  the  wording  be  changed  to 
“natural  disasters.”  He  clarified  his  theological 
difficulty:  “I  have  indeed  witnessed  many  ‘acts 
of  God’  but  I  see  His  actions  in  the  miraculous 
sparing  of  life. ..To  ascribe  to  God  destructive 
and  deadly  force  would  be  violating  my  own

\  conscience.” 

Governor  Huckabee  is  also  an  ordained 
Baptist  minister;  he  should  know  better. 
Isaiah  (45:7)  describes  God  as  the  source  of 
“peace  and  the  Creator  of  evil.”  In  Biblical 
times  and  even  in  our  own  day,  tragedy  is 
often  perceived  as  coming  from  God  (“Why  is 
God  doing  this  to  me?”).  Our  Jewish  tradition 
requires  us  to  acknowledge  God  for  both  the 
good  and  the  bad  that  befall  us. 

There  is  more  to  religion  than  always 
feeling  good  about  oneself  and  about  God. 
Just  as  a  child  may  seek  out  a  parent’s  consol¬ 
ing  embrace  when  s/he  is  punished,  we  must 
struggle  with  our  need  to  turn  to  God  for 
comfort  and  solace  in  times  of  crisis. 

There  is  a  more  basic  objection  to  the 
Governor’s  theological  stance:  if  God  is  only  a 
source  of  goodness,  and  evil  emanates  from 
another  source  or  force,  is  he  not  on  the  verge 
of  abandoning  monotheistic  faith?  Are  not  nat¬ 
ural  disasters  a  force  that  is  at  least  as  power¬ 
ful  as  Huckabee’s  God  of  Goodness?  Why 
personalize  the  God  of  Goodness  and  objecti¬ 
fy  the  source  of  evil?  Is  he  not  really  speaking 
of  two  gods — a  good  one  and  a  bad  one? 

)  It  may  be  easier-and  it  certainly  is  more 
comforting-to  ascribe  only  beneficence  to  God, 
but  “feel-good  religion”  is  a  distorted  concep¬ 
tion  of  what  religion  is  meant  to  be,  and  it  is 
also  a  threat  to  the  monotheistic  ideal.

journalists  and  columnists,  as  well  as  a  suc¬ 
cessful  novelist  and  screenwriter,  Pete  Hamill  is 
editor-in-chief  of  the  New  York  Daily  News. 
Born  in  Brooklyn  in  1935,  the  son  of  Irish 
immigrant  parents  (like  Michael  in  his  new 
novel),  he  served  in  the  U.S.  Navy,  attended 
Mexico  City  College,  Pratt  Institute  and  the 
School  of  Visual  Arts.  He  started  working  at  the 
New  York  Post  in  I960,  became  a  columnist  in 
1965,  and,  for  five  hilarious  weeks  in  1993, 
served  as  editor-in-chief  during  the  successful 
effort  to  save  that  newspaper  from  extinction. 

In  the  1970’s,  he  also  worked  as  a  colum¬ 
nist  for  the  New  York  Daily  News  for  three 
years,  did  several  hitches  as  a  columnist  at  the 
v  Village  Voice,  and  has  been  a  contributing 
'  editor  at  New  York  magazine  for  more  than  25 
years.  During  those  years,  he  covered  wars  in 
Vietnam,  Lebanon,  Northern  Ireland  and 
Nicaragua.  He  reported  on  the  great  domestic 


disturbances  of  the  1960’s,  the  anti-war  move¬ 
ment  of  that  era,  along  with  more  mundane 
stories  of  urban  horror.  He  has  written  widely 
on  problems  afflicting  American  society. 

In  addition  to  his  journalism,  Hamill  has 
published  seven  novels,  the  most  recent  of 
which  are  Flesh  and  Blood  and  Loving 
Women,  and  two  collections  of  short  stories, 
The  Invisible  City  and  Tokyo  Sketches.  His 
memoir,  A  Drinking  Life,  was  published  in 
1993  and  was  on  the  New  York  Times  best-sell¬ 
er  list  for  13  weeks.  His  other  books  include: 
Tools  as  Art  md  Piecework,  a  collection  of  jour¬ 
nalism.  He  has  been  published  by  most  major 
American  magazines,  including  Esquire,  where 
he  remains  a  contributing  editor,  The  New  York 
Times  Magazine  and  Vanity  Fair.
